Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 32 and 36-41 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to teach or suggest a pulverulent mannitol wherein the average particle size is 80 
and 180 microns and wherein the packed bulk density of the mannitol is between 0.70 
and 0.80 g/ml. The closest prior art also taught a pulverulent mannitol but the packed 
density was 0.55 g/ml. This difference has been shown to be significant by the 
submitted affidavit filed in April 2003.
